Washington. Dec. S.—A plan Is being 
onsidered by tho National Conserva- 
lon association, of which Girtord Pin- 
hot Is president, to bring together the 
dvocateg of federal rcsulalon of wa- 
erpower sites and those who stand 
or s,tato control, according to an an- 
ouncement made today by tho ex- 
cutlve committee of the association- 
'ho object of the plan which was 
rafted by Philip P. Well*, former law 
jfflcor of the forest service Is to ;«f- 
ord a. "water power platform on which. 
both-«ldes of the/water-power contro- 
versy may unite to protect that public 
ntcrest and at tho same time en- 
co.iirage th« development of tho mans' 
millions of horsepower now going to 
vaste In the mountains, streams of 
ar west and the great rivers of the 
central and eastern parts of the coun- 
ry." 


Public Good tha Object. 


The proposed plan has been laid be- 


fore a number of engineers ot wide 
experience In water power develop- 
mnt as well as various officers nnd 
managers of hydro-electric power com- 
panies and is said to have met 
ihelr approval. 


The basis of the pla.n Is develop- 


ment "without delay, waste or the sa.- 
crince of other and higher uses of 
flowing waters." For tbjs the plan 
declares, private capital must be aided 
by the states or federal government 
through 
corporate -franchises, 
con- 


demnation of private property nnd II- 
jenses to use public lands and obstruct 
public waters. The power companies 
are to have certainty of. tenure for a 
reasonable time and a chance for "gen- 
erous profits on their actual Invest- 
ment." 
For the public the plan prom- 


ises "good service, fair prices, full 
publicity as to cost, honest capitaliza- 
tion and fair rentals for public prop- 
erty used by the companies." 


The federal government, it Is con- 


ceded In the plan, has uo jurisdiction 
unless its land is lo be occupied or 
navigable streams affected.

For a long time the web, of the spider 


was supposed to be a simple strand of 
wavy silk, but later It was found that 
uch was far from being the case. 
Under the microscope we can get at 
he secret of the spinning very nicely. 
We see that there we either four or. 
six teats on the spider near'the lower 
part of the abdomen, almost exactly 
similar to the teats of a cow. From 
these issue four or s:x strands as the 
case may be, but these strands them- 
selves are not simple, but are com- 
posed of at least a thousand 
fibers 


each, for it has been proven that In 
each teat there is a sieve of at least a 
thousand holes through which the silky 
matter is strained. Thus we see that 
fine as is a spider's web it is yet com- 
posed of from four to six thousand 
Bbers. 
Leuwenhoeck states that it 


would take at least four million of the 
completed threads to make a thread as 
strong as silk thread the size of a hair. 


However, there arc some 
tropical 


spiders that spin threads known to he 
very strong; so strong. In fact, as to 
be able to catch and hold 
humming 


birds. 
As to the color of the thread, our 


ordinary spiders spin one of a uniform 
gray color; but In the riotous tropics 
there arc found spiders that spin vari- 
colored webs. 
One particularly pro- 


duces red. yellow and black threads 
which it binds together with a pleasing 
color effect- 


In the thread of the spider lies dor- 


mant a great Industry once it Is' prop- 
erly studied. Numerous attempts have 
been made to utilize the threads for 
cloth to make clothes, etc. All have 
been so far doomed to failure—anyhow, 
as a financial proposition. It Is related 
that Louis XIV had a dress made from 
spiders' web, but which was so fragile 
that he became disgusted with It. The 
entomologist D'Orbigny had made for 
himself a pair of trousers from the 
webs of tropical spiders which lasted 
for a long tlm». 


It would seem that oven If the web 


was too fragile to make the fabric en- 
tirely from, it could bo mixed with 
silk or something equally strong and 
produce a new and gorgeous material 
for our present-day goddesses.—Popu- 
lar Magazine.

The meetings are to 
continue two weeks yet, and there In 
work, mighty, to 1)0 done. 
But the 


success of this personal workers' ef- 
fort has mado Its Impression, and will 
be adopted In all other meetings. 


"Another feature of those meetings 


Is tho largo attendance of the unsaved. 
The houses arc tilled with them. Not 
anywhere has there been such a large 
per cent, of unconverted people pres- 
ent.

tient so treated is guarded from chill 
afterward, the remedies may do more 
harm than good. 


All compresses act by oper.ing the 


pores of the section they cover, and as 
a rule pores in the other parts of the 
body are also.affected in similar man- 
ner, so the ill person then is in condi- 
tion to catch more cold unless draught 
Is Impossible. 


In any cough or tightness of the 


chest rubbing the chest with liniment 
is beneficial because it relaxes 
the 


cords and eases the 
strain. 
Every 


druggist has several different kinds of 
liniment for this purpose, and they are 
sold in large or small quantities. 


They should be used only on going 


to bed. unless the patient can stay in 
bed during the day. When this is out 
of the question the application at night 
should be made only w.hen the chest 
can be carefully covered. The patient 
must not get up apain until morning. 
During the following day it is a .wise 
precaution to place a layer of thin flan- 
nel over the chest, under one's dress, 
for the skin that has been made sensi- 
tive needs added protection from cold.

Experts from the department 


of agriculture made a study of dis- 
tribution In seventy-eight American 
cities. They found that of the total 
price paid by consumers to retailers 
the fanner, who assumed the risk and 
performed the toil of production, got 
50 per cent, the railroads about 7 per 
cent, and the middlemen the rest, or 
about 43 per cent. 


Middleman's Risk Small. 


The risk assumed by the middlemen, 


the report points out Is not nearly 'o 
great as that of ths farmer— hardly 
more than that of the rllroad. In.-tet 
—and the labor entailed In retailing 
will not compare with the labor of 
producing. 


The following table Bhows the farm- 


ers' share of the price paid by con- 
sumer* to retailers on a number »f 
specific article*: 


Record Y*«r> for Crop*. 


In discussing the value of American 


crops, the report says: 


"At no time in the -world's history 


has a country produced farm products 
within one year "with a. value reach- 
Ing $8,926,000,000, which is the value 
of the agricultural products of this 
country for 1910. If the value of the 
products of 1899 is placed at 100, the 
value for this year 1* 189, or almost 
double the value for the census year 
eleven years ago. 


"The corn crop of 3,121,381,000 bush- 


els exceeds that of the record year 
1906 and is greater than the average 
crop of the preceding five years by 14 
per cent. The value of this corn crop 
can be reckoned as $1,500,000.000, a 
sum sufficient to cancel the Interest 
bearing debt of the United States, buy 
all of the gold, and silver mined in. all 
of the countries of the earth in 1909, 
and still leave to the farmers a litlle 
pocket money. - 


"All of the cereals except corn are 


together worth only three-fourths as 
much as that crop. The great allied 
iron and steel industries had. in the 
latest census year for which results 
have been published, 1904, a, produc- 
tion worth only 60 per cent of the 
value of this years corn crop. 


Cotton. Crop Worth $900,000,000. 


"The cotton crop of this year may 


be worth In lint and seed a rounc" 
$900.000,000 at the farm, or more than 
the corn crop was worth in any year 
prior to 1901. This value is 13 per 
cent above the five years average. 


"Fortunately1- the wheat crop is di- 


vided into two sowings, autumn and 
spring, so that the two .crops arc sub- 
jec to .different climatic accidents, as 
was the -case~ this year. The produc- 
tion of spring and winter wheat Is 
691,767.000 bushels, or substantially the 
average of the preceding five years; 
Whereas the value is about $625,000,000, 
or 7.6 per cent above the five year 
average. 
"Easily the fifth crop In point of 


value Is oats, the value of which this 
year -is $380,000,000, or 12 per cent 
above the average of the five preced- 
ing years. In quantity the oats crop

frost, to say nothing of noxious in- 
sfcts and blighting diseases. He sup- 
plies hard, exacting, unremitting la- 
bor. 
,. "A~ degree and range of Information 
and ' Intelligence are demanded by 
agriculture which are hardly equaled 
In any other occupation. Then there 
Is the risk of over-production and dis- 
astrously low prices. From beginning 
to 
end 
the 
farmer 
must 
steor 


clextrously to escape .perils 
to his 


profits, and Indeed to his capital, on 
every hand. At last the products are 
startedrcn their way to the consumer. 
The railroad, generally speaking, ad.ls 
a percentage of increase to the farm- 
er's prices that is not large.' 


"After delivery by the railroad the 


products are stored a short time, are 
measured Into the various-retail quan- 
tities, more or less small, and the 
dealers are rid of them as soon as 
possible. The dealers have risks that 
are practically 
small, 
except credit 


sal«s, and such risks as grow out of 
their trying to do an ampunt of busi- 
ness which Is small as compared with 
their number." 


Problem for Consumer. 


In continuation of this subject, tha 


secretary of agriculture suggests that 
the problem of high prices is one for 
treatment by the consumer. "Why do 
not consumers buy directly from the 
farmers?" he asks. 
"A distribution 


ot farm products in this simple way 
lias already begun In England, wher~<r 
co-operative organizations of farmers 
are selling by direct consignment 'o 
co-operative organizations of consum- 
ers In cities. 
Farmers' co-operative 


selling associations are numerous In 
this country, but co-operative buying 
associations among the people of cities 
and towns are .few. Aside from buy- 
Ing associations maintained by farm- 
ers, hardly any exist in this country. 


"It Is apparent; therefore, that the 


consumer has much to do to work 
out his own salvation with regard -o 
the prices that he pays. Potatoes we.-e 
selling last spring 
In 
some places 


where there had been overproduction 
for 20 cents and In some places for 
even 9 cents per bushel at the farm, 
while at the same time city consum- 
ers In the east were paying BO to 75 
cents per bushel, although there was 
nothing to prevent them from combin- 
ing to buy a car load or more of po- 
tatoes directly from the grower and 
for delivery directly to themselves.'

Fight on Animal DUaases. 


In regard to the fight on animal dls- 


eaees, the report Bays: 


"The irork in cattle tick eradication 


resulted In the release from quaran- 
tine of 57.518 square miles, the larg- 
est area released since the beginning 
of the work in 1»06. The total area so 
far released Is 129,611 square miles In 
eleven southern states. 


"Areas aggregating 390,000 square 


miles. Including all of Washington and 
parts of Oregon. Nevada. Utah. Arizo- 
na and Colorado were released from 
tho sheep scab quarantine, A quar- 
antine of this "disease was placed on 
Kentucky. 
"In August, 1909, a quarantine was 


established because of malignant lip 
and leg ulceratlon of sheep which ap- 
peared in Wyoming. About one-fourth 
the quarantined 
area has been re- 


leased, the number of cases lias been 
reduced, and the spread of the disease 
prevented. 


"Kor tho eradication of tuberculosis 


among cattle in the District of Co- 
lumbia the department' nrrunged to 
test all cattle In the dlsrtct with tu- 
berculin, supervise the slaughter nf 
those that reacted to tho test, and to 
reimburse the owners. 
Over 18 per 


cent of the cattle In tho district re- 
acted to th the test, and of these 98'/4 
per cent showed tuberculosis on post- 
mortem examination. 


"The efficiency of the scrum treat- 


ment for the prevention of hog cholera 
was demonstrated nt Kansas 
City 


Thirty-five pigs were placed In a pen 
together, of which four had been In- 
oculated with virulent hog cholera 
blood, twenty-two Injected with the 
prevention serum, and nine not treat- 
ed. 
The four and the nine died of 


hog cholera, while the twenty-two re- 
mained well."

vln a. bull game Is to have a pitcher who 
c-in throw a ball with such force that 
t will go through ;L six-inch plank, and 
f a. fellow hasn't, got that amount ot 
jpeed ho is no good. 
"if some managers would go back to 


the old time style of pitching and send 
men In the box who would serve up slow- 
jails thero wouldn't, be as much basn 
running as there Is now. but the ball 
would be hatted more nnd there would be 
jet I or .chibltlons of fielding. 
Players of 


todav can't hit a slow ball with any rto- 
K-co of snlely they having become used 
the swift'article. 
That's why I be- 


lieve that, a pitcher of a stow ball could 
mak" monkeys out of opposing batsmen. 


"Of course there is a difference in the 


national sport as now exemplilied when 
von compare it. with the game when I 
was In it some thirty years ago. 
The 


pitcher's bos now is further away from 
the home plate than it. was when I used 
to pitch. At that time it was forly-flvc 
feet from the home plate; now it is more 
than sixty, nnd it, takes some speed to 
get over 'the plate. 
I don't know as I 


could go in a pitcher's box. such as is 
used today, and get .1 ball over tho home, 
plate but if they moved it up to forty- 
five feet. I could get my slow otitshoots 
over the pan and I'll bet n cigar tbs 
batsman wouldn't hit it: he'd hit at. it.

nlsscs 'it. pleases the bugs Immensely, 
but l"t mo tell you. that the slower a 
mil Is the harder it Is for the batsmen to

now. 
and a man who could bat for .300 


would be a wonder Indeed, If slow bans 
were used by pitchers. 
"But it seems as if the day of the slow 


ball has gone by. 
A scout will not sign 
i pitcher unless he has got something 
good in the way of speed or a peculiarly 
curving swift ball, like Harry Howcll s 
spltter, or Eddie Clcotle's knuckle ball. 
It seems as if when we old timers drop- 
ped out of the game, and the present 
generation took it up where we left oft. 
I hey thought 4hey would Introduce new 
features to the game and selected speed 
as the proper thing. 
Of course the in- 


vention of the mask, protector and heavy 
mitts bad something to do with slow 
pitching passing out of existence, but It

Well, when I played ball 
1 was In the, box one day and in the 
field the next, and In that way I kept 
my arm in good shape nnd my ba.tl.lns eye 
keen just because I was at the game all

T never used much speed, 


therefore my arm was always In condi- 
tion to 'work.

was better pitching in the old days and 
give a slnbhlst with a slow ball chance 
to work In the box.

Congressional 
Library is 


Going to Take Bank 


at the Head. 


REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Within a few 


years the library of congress will oc- 
cupy the supreme position In numer- 
ical strength among the libraries of 
the world. It now ranks third.' with 
the Bibllotheque nationale and the 
British museum holding first and sec- 
ond places. 


The annual report of Librarian Her- 


bert Putnam was submitted to con- 
gress today. It shows that in the year 
1909-10 
there 
were 
added 
90,473 


volumes, making tho total possessions 
of the library in printed volumes 1,- 
793,158. 
There, are 118,165 <maps and 


charts: 617,806 volumes and pieces of 
music and 320,251 prints. 


the period 1005-1909 the ad- 


ditions to tho British museum arc 
stated to have been 149,464: to tlie 
Bibllotheque Nationale, 166,634, and the 
library of congress, 425,925. 


Will Surpass Rival*. 


Librarian Putnam argues that from 


these comparisons the congressional 
institution will surpass Its two rivals 
within a few years. 


To show tho character of the acces- 


sions Mr. Putnam points to the re- 
ceipts of tho collection of Thachcr In- 
cunabula, made by John Bnyd Thacher. 
of Albany, N. Y.: the volumes of the 
Madison papers heretofore owned by 
the Chicago Historical society and the 
papers of James K. Polk, which" trere 
transferred 
from rho same society, 


gifts of manuscript collections from 
tho heirs of Mrs. Anna Parker Pruyn 
of Albany, N. T., consisting of the pa- 
pers of Wm.

that It shall he. the two great trunk lines 
from the middle west to the sea must be 
provided. 
I will not discuss the water- 
ways to the Gulf of Mexico. The hosts 
of the Mississippi valley will take care 
of that. 1 would talk ubout a. trunk line 
waterway 1o the cost. 


A waterway from Chicago, the heart of 


the middle west, to New York, of about 
1.000 miles In length, making the distance 
by water between these great cities of 
practlctnlly the same length as the rail- 
ways connecting them, is about as good 
as could be expected. 
Such s- water 
course is possible. 
"With the completion 


of the enlarged Erie canal, only a little 
more need be done to accomplish this 
great result. 
Connect the headwaters 


of Lake Eric with the headwaters of 
I-*ake Michigan by a barge canal 225 to 
MO miles Ions and the thing is accom- 
plished. 
Plan Feasible. 


The plan Is perfectly feasible so far 
as the water for the operation of the 
canal is concerned, and the simplicity of 
Its construction. Five rivers will empty 
Into the summit level, nf the canal, the 
waters of which have oeen measured by 
the United States geological survey for 
the four dryest months of each year for 
four years and these measurements show 
that there Is sufficient water without 
reservoirs or storage basins for the op- 
eration during the entire year of a very 
busy fourteen-foot barge canal. 
Nearly 
half the length of the canal will be made 
by canalizing the Maumeo rlvor from 
Toledo to Fort Wayne. 
The balance of 
the distance from Fort "Wayne to Chi- 
cago Is of the simplest kind of canal con- 
struction. Uttle or' no rock will be en- 
countered and the earth is of a kinc 
that Is easily handled. The summit leve 
of the canal will be 177 feet above the 
waters of Lake Brie, and 169 feet above 
J,ake Mlchljran. 
It will have a sumit 
level 110 miles long without a lock or 
a break; sixteen locks will furnish lock- 
age for the entire canal. 
On account 
of the ease of construction, the low sum- 
mit level and the small number Of locks 
Uie total cost of construction will be less 
than J40.000.000. 
The main reason for the construction 


of this canal Is that it will furnish the 
shortest possible watervcay between the 
middle west and the sea and will give the 


•aterways. thousands ot miles Inland, 
nil'Wheat from her grain fields is being 
aid down in Liverpool today for sev- 
ral ..-cuts a bushel less than our wheat 
s sold for in New York. If our Tarmers

The railroads arc asking to Increase 
their rates so as to produce, an annual 
Income of $400,000.000 more than their 
present rates.

It not closely 
watched this Increase, will amount to 
more than tho National Rivers and Har- 
bors congress ask to be expended by the 
nation on waterways for ten years. 
If the government could spend »500.- 


000,000 on waterways In flvo years, It 
would save to the people thereafter every 
year more than the amount spent. 
I am not an enemy of the railroads. 


God forbid, but I urn a friend of Uie peo- 
ple, and I ask no restriction on that.

Tho railroads In this country will find 
as they have found everywhere through- 
out Europe, that waterways are an aid 
to them In their earning power, rather 
than tho contrary. 
We have said much and argued much 
or waterway Improvements, but there-Is 
an argument more pcrfervld than any 
words we cun use, and that Is the argu- 
ment of necessity.

The Infant was turned over to Mrs 


Maud Campbell, his mother, after Jus- 


tlce Davis had listened 
with 
some, 


amazement to the merits ot a habeas 
corps proceeding 
brought ' by 
the 


Warrens to compel the ratification of 
an agreement, which they 
declared 


they had made with Mrs. Campbell be- 
fore tho child was born. 


The 
Warrens 
live 
In 
Stapleton, 


Staten Island. Mr. Warren being con- 
nected with a theater there. They are 
childless, but love children. 
About a 


year ago, It was alleged In court, they 
learned that an addition to tho Camp- 
bell family was expected and arranged 
with Mrs. Campbell to have it seem to 
ail the world that Mrs. Warren, and 
not Mrs. Campbell, was the mother. 


In order to lend a touch of veri- 


similitude to the presence of an Infant 
]ln the Warren household, Mrs. "Warren 
'anticipated the execution of the al- 
leged arrangement by retiring to the 
privacy of her home some six weeks 
befors the child was expected 
and 


there received tho constant care of a 
physician, the number of whose calls 
were Indicated to the neighborhood by 
.the frequency with which his auto- 
mobile was standing outside the. War- 
ren home. 


On the same day that an infant ap- 


peared in the Warren household Mr. 


Warren appeared among his Staten Is- 
land friends radiating smiles and cigars 
and announcing that ho was the hap- 
piest man alive. 
Mrs. Warren 
re- 


mained in a darkened room and re- 
ceived the congratulations ot friends 
through a nurse. 


Mrs. Campbell stood on her woman's 


privilege of changing her mind in court 
yesterday and said that, agreement or 
no agreement, she wanted her child 
back. She didn't deny that the War- 
rens hod given the child all the care of 
which they were capable, nor did she 
deny that she, and none other, had 
gone to their house last October and 
taken the child away. 


Somc'.'iing put In here by the War- 


rens about Mrs. Campbell 'having at 
one time entrusted the. care of the child 
to some one who fed him food that dis- 
agreed tvtih him was excluded by the 
court as irrevaleiit.

Indiana Day at Congress in 


Indianapolis is to Be 


Jfotable. 


EXPECT A, BIG CROWD 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Dec. 8.—Friday's 


session of the American Good Roads 
Congress in this city will probably be 
the most largely attended good roads 
gathering ever held in America. In 
anticipation of the arrival of several 
thousand delegates from Indiana. Tom- 
Hnson hall has been engaged by the 
convention managers. 


While no cut and dried program has 


been arranged it Ls expected that one 
of the results of the day's deliberations 
Tvlll be the formation of a permanent 
organization to continue the campaign 
for good roads legislation at the next 
session of the general assembly. 
De- 


tails of this legislation will also be 
considered during the day and if a 
permanent organization is effected a 
legislative committee will be appointed i 
to consider the suggestions made anil 
to formulae a bill to be presented to 
the legislature. 


The highway commissioners from 


several of the larger states -will be on 
Friday'* program for the purpose of 
giving to the Indiana delegates some 
Ideas of the nature of the laws under 
•which public highways are built and 
maintained in the various states. In 
addition to these, addresses 
will be 


•ma.de ,by L. Ert Slack, of Franklin: 
H R. Sulzer, of Madison: Lorenzo D. 
Hall of Elkhart. and Chas A. Book- 
waiter, of Indianapolis. 
These men 


are expected to be in the forefront of 
the effort to obtain good roads legisla- 
tion. The convention will be open Fri- 
day to all who care to attend, regard- 
less of credentials or delegate cards. 
This has been 
decided upon as a 


means of popularizing the good roads 
movement In Indiana. 


Among the most Important of the 


many addresses which have been de- 
livered at the congress was that ot 
Samuel Hill, president of the Wash- 
ington State Good Roads association. 
He is a- man of prominence and wealth 
and spends thousands of dollars from 
his own resources each year In the 
promotion of good roads. Through his 
efforts largely, convict labor Is being 
used 
In the 
construction of public 


high-ways in Washington. He told the 
congress that the convicts are both 
happier and healthier worklnn on the 


la, and that his state believes It harf 


solved the Question of employment of 
convicts from both the economic and 
humanitarian standpoint. 
The con- 


vict camps are in cluir^a of men who 
have served in the regular army and 
the prisoners wear neither shackles nor 
prison garb while at work, appearing 
to be merely ordinary laborers.
